Gentlemen, 

It  is  with  regret  that  we  have  to  make  apologies  for 
the  late  presentation  of  our  Fourth  Joint  Annual  R/epjorlj  on  the 
Health  Conditions  of  your  district  for  the  year  ended  the  31st 
December,  1938,  due  to  very  heavy  pressure  of  works  of 
Civil  Defence  necessitated  through  the  strained  international 
situations  of  the  past  year. 

Apart  from  the  ever-increasing  duties  in  Public  Health 
masters  imposed  upon  the  Council  the  fatter  half  of  the 
year  1938  saw  the  creation  of  an  entirely  new  sphere  iojf 
national  and  local  government  activity  in  the  form  of  Air- 
Raid  Precautions  and  Evacuation  Schemes.  In  the  matfiefr, 
of  A.R.F.  the  Council  have  the  responsibility  underf  the  Coupty 
Council  for  the  effective  operation  of  Air  Raid  Wardens, 
First  Aid,  Ambulance  and  other  services  for  tht^  safety  of  thq 
population  during  any  war  periods,  which  hias  entailed  an 
enormous  amount  oi  additional  duties  since  their  inoeipta|pn!  in 
October,  1938.  As  the  scheme  is  a purely  voluntary  one 
the  response  to  appeals  for  volunteers  to  be  trained  for  works 
in  connection  with  the  various  services  has!  been  very  grati- 
fying, the  result  of  which  is  that  at(  the  time  of  writing  this 
report  considerably  more  volunteers  have  been  trained  thlaia 
the  numbers  required  by  this  district  under  the  scheme  for 
A.R.P.  proposed  by  the  Denbigh  County  Council  and  ap- 
proved by  the  H.M.  Home  Office. 
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Iti  the  matter  of  evacuation,  under  the  government 
scheme  for  the  evacuation  of  persons  from  aretas  \ulnerable 
:o  air  attack  during  war  periods  to  areas  considered  lessl 
vulnerable,  this  district  has  been  scheduled  as  an  area  foi 
the  reception  of  persons  from  a section  of  Liverpool.  In  con- 
nection with  this  a survey  has  been  undertaken  to  ascertain 
the  number  of  householders  in  the  district  who  would  be 
prepared,  should  the  necessity  arise,  to  receive  into  Jheir 
hom.es,  either  accompanied  or  ur  accompanied  children  or  other 
persons  fr|om  an  evacuated  .atrea.  Tribute  is  due  to  a latlgle 
body  of  voluntary  helpers  who  carried  out  the  actvtfd  house- 
to-house  canvas  for  this  purpose  and  for  the  thorough  and 
conscientious  manner  in  which  the  work  was  carried  out. 

Both  Air  Raid  Precautions  and  Evacuation  Schemes 
appear  to  be  permanent  .additional  spheres  of  local  govern 
ment  activity  which  must  be  reckoned  with  in  future  from 
an  administrative  point  of  view  and  one  which  during  periods 
of  national  emergency  must  take  precedence  over  all  other 
activities. 

Details  of  the  various  routine  works  are  given  in  the 
following  pages  of  this  report  which,  poupled  with  the  fore 
going  matters  on  which  we  are  not  required  to  report,  repre 
sent  one  of  the  busiest  years  in  your  service  yet  experienced.

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

Last  year  it  was  our  pleasure  to  report  the  formation, 
of  the  Oswestry  and  District  Ambulance  Serviqe  of  which 
your  Council  is  a constituent  member,  for  the  ambulation  of 
cases  of  illness  ,and  accident  (other  than  Infectious  Dis- 
eases). The  scheme  has  now  been  in  operation  for  twelve 
months  and  the  First  Annual  Report  shows  that  throughout 
the  district  of  the  scheme  169  journeys  have!  been  undertaken 
covering  a di-tance  of  5,247  miles. 

The  Ambulance  is  kept  at  the  Orthopaedic  Hospital, 
Gobowen,  from  which  it  is  availabe  for  general  uste. 

The  Scheme  is  proving  of  great  benefit  to  the  district 
especially  to  the  more  rural  sections. 

(The  local  Colliery  Companies  continue  to  maintain  ambu- 
lances for  the  use  of  their  workmen  in  cases  of  industrial 
accidents. 

Infectious  diseases  are  dealt  with  by  the  ambulances 
maintained  by  the  Isolation  Hospital  for  this  purpose. 

The  district  is  now,  generally  speaking,  well  provided 
for  in  this  connection.  1 i 
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NOME  NURSING. 


The  local  Voluntary  Nursing  Associations  continue  to  serve 
the  distridt,  an,d  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  \a  scheme  has  been 
put  into  operation  for  the  co-ordination  of  these  Associations 
to  the  mutual  benefit  of  all  concerned. 

No  nursing  facilities  are  provided,  by  this  Council. 

TREATMENT  CENTRES  AND  CLINICS. 

There  have  been  no  changes  in  these  services  during 
the  year. 

HOSPITALS. 

No  Hospital  Services  in  the  area  lare  provided  by  the 
Council.  The  Chirk  Cottage  Hospital  continues  to  service 
Chirk  and  the  Glyn  Valley,  the  Llansilin  and  Llamhaiafdr 
areas  being  served  by  the  Oswestry  'Cottage  Hospital  for 

general  purposes. 

A great  advance  is  in  the  process  of  establishment  for 

a Voluntary  Hospital  Scheme  to  cover  this  -area  as  part  of 

a scheme  reported  on  by  the  British  Hospitals  Association 
for  the  Regional  Hospitalisation  of  Shropshire  ;ajnd.  Mid- Wales 
which  provides  for  a voluntary  contribution  of  3d.  per  week 
from  in.-.urable  persons  undei  the  National  He|alth  and  Pensions 
Scheme  in  return  for  which  free  treatment  and  hospital 
service  is  guaranteed  for  the  wife  and  dependants  (up  to 
16  years  of  age)  when  reauiped  at  a suitable  hospital. 

This  scheme  when  properly  inaugurated  will  supply  one 
of  the  greatest  needs  to  the  general  community,  which  has 
long  been  outstanding  and  is  one  which  cannot  but  be 
looked  upon  as  a boon. 

' It  is  also  hoped  in  a comparatively  short  time  that  it 
will  be  possible  to  extend  this  scheme  on  an  arranged 
table  of  contributions  to  persons  not  now  within  the  scope 
of  the  National  Health  and  Pensions  Acts. 

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS 
AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

From  the  following  tables  it  will  be  seen  that  the  district 
has  been  exceptionally  free  from  Infectious  Diseases  during 
the  year,  all  notified  cases  occurring  in  a mild  epidemic  of 
Scarlet  Fever  in  Chirk,  lan  isolated  case  of  Diphtheria,  and 
three  cases  of  Pneumonia,  which  were  .all  removed  to  hospital.

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Chirk  Water  Inspector’s  Report  for 


Mr.  Chairmiain/Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annu/al  Report  of 

the  Chirk  Water-  Works. 

The  year  under  review  was  one  in  which  I found  .a 
new  spring  on  the  meadow,  and  was  able  to  get  same  into 
the  reservoir  without  pumping.  This  has  made  a,  saving 
to  the  Council  of  about  £470  Os.  0d.,  and  if  it  had  not 
been  for  this  spring,  it  would  have  been  necessary  to  h|ave 

pumped  water  from  the  Canal,  as  we  had  to  do  during 

the  previous  year. 

It  was  necessary  to  pump  wdter  from  the  Borehole  for 
65  days,  a total  of  981  hours.  We  should  have  been  in  a 
very  serious  position  if  there  had  been  a fire  in  the  district, 
or  a breakdown  in  our  pumping  plant. 

The  Compressor  Air  Tank  will  not  pass  the  Board  of 
Trade  Regulation,  .as  there  is  no  manhole  to  enable  us  to 
examine.  We  had  no  overflow  for  many  weeks — only  just 
enough  water  to  enable  us  to  keep  the  consumers  going. 

Last  year  we  hfed  to  pump  _wa,ter  from  the  Canal,  2,144,015 
gallons  vat  a cost  of  approximately  3/6d . per  thousand  gallons. 
It  was  necessary  to  execute  repfairs  to  our  oil  engine  and 

pump,  etc.,  at  a cost  of  £6. 

We  were  able  to  sell  the  tubes  out  of  the  old  borehole* 
to  Mr.  Brydon,  Harrogate,  for  the  sum  of  £107. 

I give  below  a schedule  of  much  of  the  routine  work 
during  the  year  ending  30th  December,  1938.

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

As  the  rainfall  for  the  year  has  been  above  the  average 
the  question  of  shortage  has  not  been  acute,  and  the  details 
given  in  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1937  'are  in  the 
main  applicable  to  the  present  year. 

Schemes  on  which  a great  deal  of  time  and  deliberation 
has  been  spent  are  the  Pandy  and  Llansilin  Waiter  Supply 
Schemes,  a resume  of  the  progress  of  which  is  as  follows: — 

PANDY  WATER  SUPPLY  SCHEME. 

Negotiations  with  Riparian  Owners  have  continued  and 
have  been  pursued  to  ta  satisfactory  conclusion,  opposition  from 
this  source  having  been  withdrawn  on  the  undertaking  of 
the  Council  not.  to  abstract  more  than  one-fifth  of  the  flow 
of  water  in  the  River  Tierw  for  the  purpose  of  this  supply, 
and  other  minor  points. 
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Delicate  negotiations  have  been  undertaken  with  the 
Glynceiriog  Electricity  Suppy  Co.,  Ltd.,  on  the  question  of 
compensation  of  damages  for  loss  of  power  by  the  ab- 
straction of  water  for  this  supply,  the  conclusion  of  which 
has  been  that  the  owners  of  this  Supply  Company  haviet 
agreed  to  withdraw  any  opposition  to  the  scheme  subject  to 
the  Council  paying  the  sum  of  £500  to  them  :as  free  com- 
pensation. 

Tenders  for  the  supply  of  the  necessary  Chlorination 
and  Filtpation  Plant  have  been  invited  and!  the  Council  have 
provisionally  accepted  the  tender  of  The  Permutit  Company, 
I.td.,  London,  in  the  sum  of  £696  Os.  0d.  for  this  plant* 

Generally,  the  scheme  >at  the  end  of  the  year  1938  is 
almost  raad.y  for  commencement  and  at  the  time  of  writing 
this  report  the  scheme  is  well  under  way,  approximately  one- 
half  the  mains  of  the  scheme  having  been  laid. 

LLANSILIN  WATER  SCHEME. 

In  the  last  Annual  Report  it  was  mentioned  that  this 
scheme  had  been  handed  over  by  the  inhabitaints  of  the 
village  to  the  Council  and  that  a scheme  for  the  provision 
of  a new'  reservoir  /and  the  relaying  of  mains  had  been 
prepared. 

The  scheme  has  now  been  submitted  to  and  approved 
of  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  and  tenders  for  the  carrying 
out  of  the  works  invited. 

The  Council  accepted  the  Tender  of  Messrs.  Mlartin  Evans. 
Wrexham,  for  the  sum  of  £1786  17s.  4d,  land  at  the  time 
of  writing  this  report  the  works  have  been  pilactically  com- 
pleted. 

SEWERAGE. 

No  schemes  of  sewerage  have  been  carried  out  during 
1938. 

CHIRK  SEWERAGE  SCHEME. 

Messrs.  J.  D.  and  D.  M.  Wlatson,  Consulting  Engineers, 
have  the  preparation  of  detail  plans  in  bajnd  for  the  sewerage 
of  that  part  of  Chirk  between  Rhosywaen  and  Colliery  Road 
via  the  Holyhead  Road,  which  when  completed  will  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  (approval. 

The  joint  scheme  for  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 
with  the  Oswestry  Rural  District  Council  has  not  yet  been 
submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  approval,  due  to 
delay  over  which  the  Council  hiave  no  control. 
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Closet  conversion. 

There  is  nothing  to  report  under  this  heading.

BACK-TO-BACK  and  BACK-TO-EARTM  HOUSES. 

A detailed  survey  of  houses  in  the  (above  classes  has 
been  carried  out  with  ia  view  to.  action  being  taken  in  respect 
of  such,  as  it  is  felt  that  these  represent  the  greatest  housing 
problem  in  the  district,  and  it  is  hoped  that  a schcmfe  will 
be  devised  to  either  repair,  recondition  or  demolish  the 
whole  of  these  houses.  Such  a scheme  will  undoubtedly 
provide  a great  deal  of  work  for  the  Council  requiring 
firmness  and  tiact  for  its  satisfactory  completion,  and  which 
when  completed  will  have  done  much  to  bring  'about  a higher 
standard  of  housing  comfort. 

The  results  of  the  survey  are  tabulated  below,  in 
the  Committee  districts  of  the  Council.

As  the  latest  (December  1938)  figures  include  8 cases 
of  overcrowding  which  have  through  increased  ages  in  the 
families  become  overcrowd'ed  since  the  original  survey  it  will 
be  seen  that  ia  total  number  of  77  cases  have  been  de- 
crowded  in  the  district  since  the  original  survey,  of  which 
41  have  been  relieved  by  the  Council  land  36  by  owners  or 
occupiers.  This  shows  a creditable  performance  both,  on  the 
part  of  the  Council  land  of  owners  and  occupiers  of  over 
crowded  houses,  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  good  work  will 

be  sustained.  The  percentage  of  working-class  houses  over- 
crowded has  been  reduced  over  this  period  from  5.85  per 
cent,  to  1.04  per  cent.  Such  encouraging  results  are  due 
chiefly  to  the  fact  that  the  full  effects  of  tjie  68  new  Jrouses 
erected  by  the  Council  during  1939  on  overcrowding  is  now 
apparent  and  to  the  kind  co-operation  of  the  owners  and 

occupiers  of  overcrowded  houses  who  responded  excellently 
to  an  appeal  by  the  Council'  for  the  relief  of  overcnd,wding.
